The first wide rift 
in railroad 


strike clouds showed yesterday when 
maintenance of way employes, who 
include track ' -workers and other 
common laoor, abandoned the idea 
of a walkout at this time. 


CREDIT "BIG THREE" 


Credit for averting a rail strike, 


"which threatened to become general 
among all classes of railway labor 
except the "bie four" brotherhoods 
and 
telegraphers, 
was 
generally 


conceded to Ben W. Hooper, chair- 
man of the United States Railroad 
Labor board; W. L. McMemmen, la- 
bor member of the board, and E F. 
Grable, president of ihe maintenance 
men, 
the "big three" in yesterdaj's 


conierence. 


FXDS -WEEK'S INDECISION. 


As a result of the holiday confer- 


ence, nearly 400,000 maintenance of 
way men, who for a week hovered 
on the verge of a strike after voting 
overwhelmingly in favor of a walk- 
out, will remain at work. 


Maintenance men will stiy on the 


job 
"under 
protest" against 
the 


56,000,000 cut in their wages pend- 
ing negotiations for a readjustment 
of wage scales on an appeal by the 
employes. 


AWAIT STRIKE RESULT. 


With their common labor problem 


out of the way, railroad officials 
throughout the country i\ere wait- 
ing today for the first definite evi- 
dence of the effect of the shopmen s 
strike 


Over Sunday and yesterday's holi- 


day railroad 
officials said it was 


Impossible to determine how many 
emplo>es of the six shop crafts had 
actually 
responded to 
Saturday s 


strike order. 
When the .whistles 


blew thjs morning the railroads be- 
gan an inventory of their shop work- 
ers. 


LOSE SENIORITY. 


In many rail centers strikers were 


notified that they would forfeit all 
rights and consideration for future 
eirplovment If they failed to return 
to their jobs 
immediately. 
Many 


roads were accepting new men for 
work in the shops. 


Officials of the shop crafts said 


their strike was virtual!} 100 per 
cent effective and encouraging from 
their viewpoint. B. M. Jewell, head | 
of the railway emplojes department' 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor and nominal bead of the shop^ 
crafts, who yesterday retaliated to 
the statement of Chairman Hooper 
branding shopmen as "outlaws" oj 
"outlawing" the labor board, inti- 
mated that he would Jiave some- 
thing more to say on the situation 
following a meeting of his executive 
council today. 


UNION CONFIDENT. 


Union officials predicted that other 


classes of railway labor would be-

NOTHING NEW. 


The program outlined unde* the 


delayed strike action contains noth- 
ing that the shopmen have not pre- 
viously considered and rejected, Mr. 
Jewell said, continuing: 


"The shopmen did not run away 


without doing everything they could 
think of This whole situation Is the 
result of attempts tiy the financial 
Interests to crush the union. I am 
wondering what those in control of 
organized capital 
In this country 


would think or say if the railroad 
labor board should order a railroad 
company to refuse to accepts its de- 
cision to dissolve, to go out of bSisi- 
ness and reorganize as another com- 
pany which would be subservient to 
the dictates of the board."

dience he meant to "sound no note of 
pessimism." 


"This lepubllc is secure," he added. 


"Menaces do arise but public opinion 
will efface them. Meanwhile govern- 
ment must repress them." 
EIGHT TO WORK; INALIENABLE. 


Commenting in a general way on 


the Industrial situation, the president 
made this observation- 


"A free American has the right to 


labor without any other's leave 
It 


would be no less an abridgement to 
deny men the right to bargain col- 
lectively. Governmments can not tol- 
erate any class or group domina- 
tion through force. It will be a sorry 
day when group domination is re- 
flected In our laws. Government, and 
the laws which government is charged 
with enforcing, must be for all the 
people, ever aiming at the common 
good," 


PICTURES THE ' GREATEST 


TRAITOR." 
tThe president declared with 
em- 


phasis that his "one outstanding con- 
viction" after sixteen months in the 
White House was that the greatest 
traitor to his country is he who ap- 
peals to prejudice and Inflames pas- 
sion when sober judgment and honest 
speech are so necessary to firmly es- 
tablished tranquillity and security. 


Referring briefly to international 


relations, Mr. Harding said that "all 
is well." 


HEAR PEESHING. 


Gen. Pershing, who also delivered an 


address, was loudly applauded when 
he advocated "fearless" use of "the 
strong arm of the law," in communi- 
ties which "openly sympathized with 
ruthless ^nurder of Inoffensive prople 
in the exercise of the right to earn 


livelihood." 
President Harding 


joined in the handclapping which fol-j 
lowed this statement. 


The president mentioned the 18th 


amendment in connection with his ad- 
vocacy of strict law enforcement, he 
declared:

'The eighteenth amendment denies 


to a minority a fancied'sense of per- 
sonal liberty, but the amendment is 
the willlof America and must be sus- 
tained by the government and public 
opinion, else contempt for the law 
will undermine our very foundations."

New York, July 5. — Interest in to- 


day's markets lay mostly in directions 
other than the stock exchange.

the revival in home industries is at- 
tested by what observers declare to be 
the complete disappearance of the re- 
employment problem in France.

Importing Shop Guards 


Crafts Representatives Meet, With Council Members 


—Promise Orderly Strike But Want Outsid- 


ers Kept Out of City. 


That the city council has no legal 


authority to keep the Wabash from 
bring'ing in men here to act as 
guards so long as^those guards stay 
on the railroad property was the le- 
yal opinion which developed from the 
meeting of a committee of five men 
from the Wabash shopmen, the mem- 
bers of the city council, State's At- 
torney C. F. Evans, 
Sheriff Mont E. 


Peniwell and Assistant Chief of Po- 
lice J. Lee Cline, held in tha offices 
o£ the city commissioners Wednesday 
morning. 


WITHIN THE LAW. 


That it was the general opinion of 


all present however that the railroad 
was pursuing a policy of 
doubtful 


wisdom in bringing in these strang- 
ers was 
also 
quite 
evident, 
but 


State's 
Attorney Evans 
read the 


statute referring to th& protection of 
property anil the right to protect it, 
which clearly indicated both to him 
»ml to the city vofficials that they 
had no authority to compel the Wa- 
bash to do other than the road is now 
doing. 


THANKS COUNCIL. 


Denny Mercer, chairman of the spe- 


cial committee of five from the Wa- 
bash shop men consisting of him- 
self, from the 
round house, Harry 


Behrr.s, from the locomotive shops, 
Al Owens, Wabash blacksmith, John 
Rentschler, machinist from the loco- 
motive shops shops and T. W. Hen- 
son, 
tool foreman from the locomo- 


tive shops, thanked the officials for 
the meeting after the discussion had 
lasted for over an hour and said that 
hs believed that all had a better un- 
derstanding of the 
situation 
than 


they had before. 


FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


"Then we can say that this coun- 


c.l goes on record as being opposed 
to the bringing into Macon county of 
undesirables," 
stated 
Mr. Mercer, 


just as the 
conference 
drew to a 


close, wh^n Mayor C M. Borchers in- 
terrupted him to say: 


"We will go on record to enforc" 


the law in regard to all persons. The 
law must be obeyed " 


GIVES STRIKE HISTORT. 


Mr. Mercer opene^ the 
conference 


with a statement In regard to what 
the committee had come to the city 
council for and was ?areful to say 
that they were there as representing 
crafts and not the clerks. 


Mr. Mercer then sketched the his- 


tory of the wace reduction situation 
amons the shopmen, saying that 
living costs wer« not comine down 
and that 
the 
second 
reduction in 


wages to become 
effective 
July 1 


had resulted in the strike. 


ACT LIKE GENTLEMEN. 


"We lived up to orders. We walked 


out like 
gentlemen, there was no 


rough stuff. 
If we win we expect 


to win like gentlemen and if we IOSP 
we expect to lose like gentlemen " 


Mr. Mercer said that the men did 


not object to the Wabash protectinc 
its propertv but did object to bring- 
ing in outsiders. 


"We believe that the citv of Deca- 


tur is behind us. we believe that the 
public i* behind 
us 
We want 
to 


show thflt we can ronduot this strike 
a« an orderly one." 


CALLS THEM GUNMEN. 


"Since the men had gone out, the 


Wabash," said Mr. Mercer, "had seen 
fit to bring in gunmen, and the 
strikers did not believe the railroad 
had the right to ship in gunmen, 
thugs, hard-looking men. 


"The strikers want to avoid 'all 


trouble- possible, but they believed 
that strangers walking about with 
a couple of big guns, walking In 
front of men on strike, do not tend 
to good feeling. 


SEEKING TROUBLE. 


"It looks as if the railroad Is try- 


ing to bring on trouble," said Mr. 
Mercer,'and then he read from a 
letter from the grand lodge of their 
organization showing that their in- 
structions are for an orderly strike 
In every -way All other letters, said 
Mr. Mercer, are to the same effect. 


M. E. Pennvell, sheriff, said that 


he had po^er to deputize only men 
T\ho had been residents of the coun- 
ty for1 a year or more and that these 
guards which had been brought in 
•were not deputy sheriffs. 


Mr. Mercer then took up the sub- 


ject again of the alleged bad char- 
acter of the men who were brought 
in by tne railroad and said he could 
not understand why the railroad 
uould permit such men to walk 
around among a bunch of reputable 
citizens. 


SATS ARMS SHIPPED IN. 


Mr. Mercer 
told 
of 
the 
word 


brought to him Tuesday night that 
the Wabash had shipped in by ex- 
press arms and ammunition and said 
that he did not feel that the city 
officials 
would want anything of 


that kind. He said that the men 
met every afternoon in the Ryan & 
Higgins hall and that they were 
always instructed to be peaceable In 
their actions. 


Harry Behrns then spoke to say 


that the committee ^wanted the city 
council to prohibit 'the shipping In 
of bams from St. Louis—men who 
slept In doorways on Market and 
Mtventh streets there. 
Mr. Behrns 


said that the man who loses what 
he has has just two roads open to 
him—the road to the cemetery or to 
the penitentiary. 
If he loses his 


means of livelihood, his means of 
bread and butter, that is all that he 
has left. 


GOOD DECATUR CITIZENS. 


Mr. Mercer said that the 1,600 men 


out on strike were of the best citi- 
zens of Decatar. He himself had 
been here twenty-three years with 
the" Wabash. 
, 


Mr. Mercer then made a statement 


that he had had information th,->.t 
th«r« had b*en Iwinty-thrtt guards 


brought In at Moberly but that the 
mayor had ordered them shipped out 
of town. Mr. Mercer said that the" 
Information he had was that the 
business men, county and city offi- 
cials of Moberly were with them 100 
per cent. It seemed to Mr. Mercer 
that the bringing In of these out- 
siders by the Wabash was for the 
purpose of starting trouble. 


WANT TO LIVE HERB. 


Al Owens, another member of the 


committee, called the attention of 
those present to the fact that the 
strike was called on a vote of nine- 
ty-six, per cent of those who voted 
Mr. On ens said that the Wabash 
men had come from Springfield to 
Decatur, many of them, that they 
are good citizens, have tried to make 
the cojnmunity better and a good 
place to live In because they had 
their own homes here. 


If these men teve to give up these 


homes and leave Decatur It will 
mean much loss, to the city and 
business men of It. He said that 
they would have to leave as they 
could not consent to continued re- 
ductions in wages* The cut in freight 
rates, he claimed, had 
not been 


rassed on In such a way as to ben- 
efit the shopmen. The cut had been 
or. raw materials and had not been 
passed on to the benefit of the poor 
man. 


DO NOT WANT "HEREIN." 


"We don't want Herrln here. We 


don t want trouble. We are in this 
strike to win, but to win fairly. The- 
operating men," said Mr. Owens, 
"ari? stirred up over these armed 
guards—these gunmen." 


Mr. Mercer also spoke of the feel- 


Ing among the operating forces and 
Mayor Borchers asked them If the 
other departments of the railroad 
should strike because of this wheth- 
er or not it would help or injure 
their cause. 


WA.\T ALL TO STRIKE. 


Mr. Mercer said they were not 


niesent to discuss that with the of- 
ficials, but simply the safety of the 
men. 
Mr. Owens then said that he 


thought it would help the shopmen 
to twin if the others ^ould all go 
out and Mr. MEfcer added that he 
wished every railroad employe nas 
out noiv. 


In answer to the query of Com- 


missioner Mattes as to whether or 
not Mr. Mercer did not believe that 
what the railroad is doing is really 
detrimental to the interest of the 
railroad Mr. Mercer said it looked 
that way to him, in the long run. 


Sheriff Peniwell 
then asked 
If 


they objected to the deputizing of 
residents of Macon county to act as 
guards. 


"Not

CAN PROTECT PROPERTY. 


State's Attorney Evans then said 


the city council had no power to 
abridge the rights of Individuals to 
protect property. 


Mr Mercer asked if the railroad

they were removed. 


\0 TROUBLE EXPECTED.' 


Mr. Mercer then expressed the be- 


lief that he did not believe there 
would be trouble If Macon county 
deputies were used. 


Mr. Mercer spoke of the Herrln 


trouble 
and 
Mayor Borchers said 


that he did not believe that If he 
were the union men here tl.at he 
would bring up that case. The men 
who, were killed were not the thugs 
in that case, if a small part of what 
is printed is true. That has no re- 
lation, however, said the mayor, to 
the situation here. 


ASKS EVANS' OPINION. 


Before calling on the members of 


the city council to say what they 
had to say Mayar Borchers asked 
for a definite statement from the 
state's attorney as to the exact legal 
status of the situation. 


"There is not in the statute 
or 


law any standpoint on which the 
relief asked by this committee can 
be given. Nothing can be dome about 
this," said Mr. Evans. "The railroad 
is not violating the law by employ- 
ing guards on its own property." 


Mayor 
Borchers then 
asked the 


different members of Ufa city coun- 
cil if they had anything to say. 


SAFETY, FIRST DUTr. 


Commissioner Mattes, 
the 
first 


called on, said that as officials the 
safety of all the people, includl,.,, 
all trades, classes and kinds, was 
their first duty. 


"Our first charge 
Is 
to 
keep 


Peace, protect property and life. My 
sympathy is with the man who toils, 
I work as many hours as 
anyone 


and my sympathy is with him who 
works with hia hands." 


Mr. Mattes asked for an explana- 


tion of the law and then said that 
for the safety and welfare of the 
country the railroad must operate 
and it Is the duty of state, county 
and city officials to protect the rail- 
roads in their v operation. 


PROTECT PROPERTY. 


"As a pflbllc official I will do all 


in my power to protect the 
prop- 


erty of any Individual or group of 
Individuals." 


Mr. Mattes 
also 
said 
that 
he 


thought the railroad policy of bring- 
ing jn men of the character which 
the committee had said these guards 


are is poor policy. 'I will go a» tar 
as any man to protect any man who 
wants to work. It is o,ur business to 
protect all 'citizens in the exercise 
of their rights." 


NOTHING TO SAY. 


Commissioner J. W. Montgomery 


when called on said he had nothing 
to say 
and 
Commissioner 
Harry 


Huthrauff said'that he had little to, 
say. 
v 
"I think I understand yy duty," 


said Mr. Ruthrauff, "there are two 
sides to all questions. When tf man 
who has all that he has tied up In 
a home you cannot blame him for 
being uneasy under certain 
condi- 


tions." 


Mr. Ruthrauff also said that he 


believed the Wabash was following 
a mistaken palicy if the men brought 
in are of the type described by the 
members of the committee. 


BELIEVES IT MISTAKE. 


Alex van Praag, commissioner of 


streets, said it seemed to him that 
the Wabash was bringing In men to 
incite, trouble, 
to 
intimidate 
the 


men. liseemed to him a mistake for 
the roa3~£a bring in hoodlums. Per- 
sonally he was opposed^to the bring- 
ing in 
of men 
from St. Louis or 


any other place and was in favor 
of asking the Wabash to stap bring- 
ing in outside men. 


MAYOR STATES HIS 


POSITION IN CASE 


"I object as much as anyone can 


to the railroad bringing in thugs—If 
they are thugs. I will be one of the 
first to object but you have-brought 
us no proof that -they are such," said 
Mayor C. M7 Borchers during the 
course of the talk which he made fol- 
lowing the other commissioners. 


"But you mustn't overlook our po- 


sitions. The law gives us certain 
powers and you must not draw con- 
clusions too hastily. I am ready to 
do anything and willing to do any- 
thing I can do but law says what 
we can and what we cannot do." 


REVOKED REQUEST. 


Mayor Borchers told the commit- 


tee how he was present at the time 
the men quit woTk, how he first 
granted the request of the railroad for 
ten deputy policemen and how he later 
revoked that after thinking it o\'er 
while he milked his cow out home. 


"I have a lot of respect for the 


Wabash men. I think they are good 
citizens. I helped prevent a strike of 
firemen once myself." 


VISITED OFFICIALS. 


Mr. Borchers then told of his per- 


sonal visit to the railroad officials 
immediately following the strike when 
the "No trespass" signs were put, tell- 
ing them that he felt that such signs 
were an Irritation and a mistake. 


The mayor then said that he had 


absolute faith in the men and ad- 
vised them to attend strictly to their 
own affairs until this Is settled. He 
said that the men would win the 
strike and tl at no railroad could run 
its "shops or its business with thugs 
as thugs do not like work nor stay 
with it. BELIEVES IN LAW. 


"I believe in the law," said the 


mayor solemnly, "and - it must 
be 


respected. 
The law 
must 
prevail. 


There will be no Herrin her?,'There 
will be nothing like that tnke place 
in Decatur or Macon county. I have 
implicit faith in the sheriff. 
I am 


ready to do anything and the sheriff 
is ready to do, anything if any evi- 
dence is produced that these men 
are thugs. 
-"If any of them are proved to be 
such we will take It up with the 
railroad company and have them re- 
moved. But we have no authority 
to do otherwise until yaur state- 
ment that these guards are thugs ot 
gunmen is substantiated 
by real 


evldencce." 


The mayor reiterated his 
state- 


ment that he would not lose confi- 
dence in the men because he knew 
the mas good citizens and ended the 
conference with the statement that 
he wauld advise 
them 
to 
settle 


trouble or threatened 
trouble 
by 


their own men within their own or- 
ganization and to leave other trou- 
ble between the outside men 
and 


others to the proper civil auttur- 
ities. 


GLAD OP CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Mercer in his final statement 


said that he was glad that they liad 
had this conference and 
glad 
to 


know that the 1500 men on strike 
were looked upon as gaod citizens. 


"We will do all in our power ta 


inve the men keep cool heads, but 
fr& do not think fhe 
Wabash 
Is 


fighting us fairly. We will win the 
fight as gentlemen or lose 
it 
as 


such." 


A statement was made that two 


of the guards had stepped off of 
the railroad property Tuesday eve- 
ning and the sheriff said that he 
would investigate that, as these men, 
with their arms, had no right off 
the property which they are sup- 
posed to be guarding. 


Mr. Mercer also said that if trou- 


ble aid arise this same committee 
would 
come 
again 
to 
co-operate 


with the~ officials to prevent or to 
remove it. 


Commissioner Van Praag suggest- 


ed that the council use its good of- 
fices with the railroad officials and 
the mayor asked for fair treatment 
for the legal authorities and fair 
thinking about the city officials and 
their powers.
